An airplane went over East 
Jordan the other day and few 
people took the time to giance 
up at it. But this wasn’t true 
back in 1920. 

Flying machines were causing 
quite a stir around the town and 
it was that year that a good many 
East Jordan residents saw ‘one 
for the first time. 


An East Jordan man E. E. 
Hartman was mighty interest- 
ed in the. new flying machine. 
Being an inventor he went to 
work on a device that was sup-. 
posed to prevent airplanes 
from falling rapidly to the 
earth. 


He displayed his invention at 
a meeting of the East Jordan 
Board of Trade, January, 1920. 

The following April there was 
quite a fuss made over the fact 
that a plane was flown from 
Grand Rapids to Petoskey by 
Roseswift Airplane Company. It 
was the first plane to make the 
trip. That was April 24, 1920. 

Two years later down in Lan- 
sing an East Jordan girl, Miss 
Adeline Trojanek, made a big 
headline for herself in state 
newspapers. She walked around 
on the wing of a plane as it was 
flying 8,000 feet from good old 
mother earth. 


Many a _ mother asked; 
“What is this younger gener- 
ation coming to?” That was 
July, 1922,

wing, 3,000 feet up, but she was

East Jordan high school may 
have a 60 piece band when school 
opens next month.

unit has established itself as 
“outstanding around northern 
Michigan. 


In the four years he has been 
here, the band won three first 
ratings in the District No. 2, Mi- 


chigan School.Band and Orches- 
tra Association for northwestern 
Michigan. 


The first year East Jordan 
placed with a three rating, but 
the other three years were 
number one’s for the local mu- 
sical unit. 


East Jordan and Charlevoix 
high school bands have been on 
top most often, according: to Ac- 
itelli. In the northern Michigan 
eliminations Boyne City has ra- 
ted two for the last four years. 


Charlevoix’s first two years 
‘brought one ratings; their 
third year was a two and their 
fourth year a one. 


In downstate eliminations 


Charlevoix has ranked over East 


Jordan. Boyne City has never 
been to the state band festivals 
since they never won a one rat- 
ing in the northern Michigan fes- 
tival. 

Both East Jordan and Charle- 
voix have been in the eliminat- 
ions at Michigan State College 
and University of Michigan, for 
the last three years. 

In those three years Charle- 
voix won top ratings each time; 
East Jordan placed with a two 
the first year and with three’s 
the other two years. 

East Jordan’s band has been 
steadily improving since Aci- 
telli became director. 

Detroit is his hometown where 
he gained much experience in 
the musical field. 


Next comes aid to the blind 
and aid to disabled people.

Charlevoix. county’s depart- 
ment of social welfare is headed 
by Director Roy Gregory, of 
East Jordan. 

Gregory’s office handles dir- 
ect relief only; he has no au- 
thority over other forms of coun- 
ty relief, : 

The department‘s | figures 
show that Boyne City by far 
needs. the largest amount of - 
‘direct relief service from the 
county. 

During. January of this year 
nearly half of the. county’s $3,- 
226.89 direct relief money was 
distributed in “Boyne City. 

Of the $2,779.87 spent by the 
county for direct relief during 
the 30 days of April, 1954, 
Boyne City requested $1,094.60; 
East Jordan, $364.50; and Char- 
levoix, $341. The remainder was 
used in the various townships, 

During June of this year there 
were 77 cases of direct relief in 
the county.

Pedaling Pair Visit 


Zion National Park 


The fourth of a series of art- 
icles continuing the bicycle tour 
of the Pedaling Pair, Parker Sei- 
lex of East Jordan and Lyn Neal 
of Muskegon. 


In the heart of the spectacular 
desert and canyon country is lo- 
cated Zion National Park. Here 
we enjoyed camping for three 
nights in the canyon, which is 
the main feature of the park. 

Zion canyon is a fine example 


~ of a deep, narrow chasm. Sand- 


stone cliffs rise almost vertically 


the valley floor. Before the Vir- 
gin River established its course, 
there was nothing but a flat pla- 
teau. 


The river, although small, 
still carries away from the 
park, an average of 180 car- 
loads of ground-up rock a day. 
One humorist claims that the 
river is so muddy the fish swim 
backwards to keep the dust 
out of their eyes. 


Such peaks as West Temple, 
The Three Patriarchs, Angels 
Landing and The Great White 
Throne add interest to the views 
from the canyon. 

The vegetation ranges from 
cacti to pine trees and there are 
many varieties of animals in the 
park. Although mountain lious 
and bobcats are sometimes seen, 


we were just as happy to encoun-— 


ter only the mule deer, 

Park rangers were concerned 
about our leaving the canyon via 
a 1.06 mile long tunnel, but fin- 
ally gave permission thus, “If 
you want to risk it, go ahead!” 
We did. The dark, narrow tun- 
nel climbs abruptly through the

great sandstone canyon wall, 
while openings about every 1,000 
feet provide a ray of light and a 
view of the canyon below. For- 
tunately, we met no cars. 
Probably our most ambitious 
undertaking of the trip far was 
the day’s ride of 94 miles. This 
was from Zion to Bryce Canyon 
and the stretch includes a climb 
of over 4,000 feet in altitude. 
Bryce Canyon National Park 
may be small, but most of those 
who have visited the park will 


and tower 3 to 4,000 feet above” ®8T°° that it is one of the most 


interesting and colorful areas 
jn the United. States. The Painte 
Indians called it, “Unkatimpe-wa- 
wince-pock-ich,” which means 
“red rocks standing like men in 
a bowl-shaped canyon.” 


Bryce is actually not a can- 
yon but a huge amphitheatre. 
The chief sculpturing agents 
have been the rain and snow 
which fall directly on it, as- 
sisted by frost and chemical 
agencies. 


(Layers of pink and white mar- 
ly limestone have been eroded 
into nearly every shape imag- 
inable. Hundreds of the format- 
jons have been named, such as 
Mormon Temple, Thor’s Ham- 


_mer, Tower Bridge and Organ 


Grinder’s Monkey. 


The most popular and life- 
like of all is the formation in 
the Queen’s Garden called 
Queen Victoria, which most 
assuredly resembles a queen. 


To get the most from our na- 


tional parks, one should take ad-| 


vantage of the naturalists illus- 
trated lectures and hike on some 
of the many trails. 

We talked with people who 
were on a conducted tour from 
the East. Their main complaint 
was that they were rushed from 
one spot to another. 

Tt makes us even more thank- 
ful that we had time to enjoy the 
beauty of these parks. 

On our way up the fertile Se- 
vier Valley, we were surprised to 
see a youngster riding a French 
bicycle similar to our own. We 
talked with him and learned that 
the bike had been given him by 
a cousin who was on the United 
States 1948 Olympic Bike Team. 

The 14-year old boy asked, 
“Youre not the Pedaling Pair 
‘we saw in Yellowstone last sum- 
mer, are you?” We had to plead 
“guilty” for we were there at the 
time. 


‘While traveling through Ut- 
ah, we have come to. appreciate 
more fully the tremendous 
part Brigham Youngn and the 
Mormons played in the set- 
tling of the West. 


You might. be interested to| 


know that Utah also has a Jor- 
dan River. It runs about 50 miles 


|from Utah Lake and empties in- 


to the Great Salt Lake. Near its 
banks are located a small city 
called West Jordan, and another 
community known. as South 
Jordan—but no East Jordan! 

We turned eastward from Pro- 
vo and again climbed to 8,000 
feet to cross the Wasatch Mount- 
26 miles from

Banks are the biggest money 
lenders to farmers in Michigan. 

-Last December31st, Michigan 
banks had loans of $105,517,000 
outstanding to farmers. 


Robert Campbell, executive 
vice-president, State Bank of 
East Jordan, reports the local 
bank is playing a big part in 
this service to farmers. 


“The banks have been encour- 
aging farmers to make better use 
of present acreage with modern 
methods, rather than buying ad- 
ditional land,” Campbell said. 
“specially during this period 
of high land prices.” 

“The bulk of farm loans: held 
by banks are production loans 
rather than real estate,” he said. 

Production loans include cre- 
dit to finanee growing and mar- 
keting crops; breeding and rais- 
ing livestock; and purchasing mo- 
dern equipment, 

Banks held $68,425,000 of 
these production loans at the 


end of 1953, compared with $8,-- 


108,000 held by production Cre- 
dit Associations and $8,439,000 
held by the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration. 

Thus the American Bankers 
Association reports that banks 
are by far the largest lenders to 
Michigan farmers. 


On June 30, 1954, the State 
Bank of East Jordan, had 
$506,116.28 outstanding in 
loans to farmers. which is 22.- 
"37% of its total loans, Camp- 
bell said. 


‘Campbell reported that 404 of 


the 419 insured commercial 
banks in Michigan served agri- 
culture by making credit avail- 
able to farmers during 1953. 
“In this day of mechanized, 
highly competitive farming, 
meeting the credit needs of far- 


mers is one of the most import- . 


fant services of Michigan banks,” 
he said.

Needed For 


Polio Patients 


Tron lungs and other respira- 
tory equipment have meant the 
difference between life and 
death for 1,000 polio patients so 
far this year and thousands more 
will need these breathing mach- 
ines to keep them alive before 
the end of the year. 


This was disclosed today by Dr. 
Kenneth 8S. Landauer, assistant 
medical director of the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paraly- 
sis, in-explaining “one of the un- 
derlying reasons” behind the cur- 
rent Emergency March of Dimes 
campaign which will run nuntil 
August 31. 

Dr. Landauer, revealing that 
the percentage of severely para- 
lyzed patients had been increas- 
ing during the last few years, 
gave these two reasons for the 
rise: 

1, Many critically paralyzed

would have died, now survive be- 
improved care and 
treatment, 

2. Polio is attacking more ad- 
ults and a higher percentage of 
these patients suffer severe pa- 
ralysis. 

“While many of the new polio 
patients requiring iron lungs and 
other breathing aids this year 
will need them only for a few 
days or weeks, many will become 
long-terms prisoners of their ir- 
on lungs.

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Speaking about orchard cover crops, one prominent college horti- 
culturist told me that weeds were the best. Only growers like to do 
more and. that it was more advisable to mention other materials. 
Where manure has’ been spread, weeds will start early and make a 
good growth. 

We are still friends of the sweet clover between rows, especially 
where trees are well mulched and the clover does not grow under the 
tree. Sweet clover is a fast soil builder that enriches the centers in 
advance of tree and root spread. It is a good soil builder in advance 
a plat ane young orchards. Sweet cléver produces lots of honey for 
the bees, 

We still like Artichokes where we have them in cultivated orchards 
They are easy to keep down during spring.’ They also grow fast and 
smother out quack grass and make easy cultivating at spring time.

Ed Rebman,: Charlevoix’ eoun- 
ty agricultural agent, points out 
the Michigan certified seed wheat 
is “unsurpassed in quality.” And, 
he says, the good seed costs less 
than $1 per acre more to plant 
than non-certified seed that is 
of “doubtful quality.” Some 
wheat seed is being sold in Mi- 
chigan at exhorbitant prices. 

Rebman insists that the cer- 
tified seed pays for itself in 
higher yields. 

All Michigan certified seeds 
must pass a rigid field inspection 
and seed examination by the 
Michigan Crop Improvement As- 
sociation, Otherwise it coe be 
sold as certified. 

In addition to being a pure va- 
riety, the certified seed wheat 
must meet high standards on ger- 
mination, be free from weed 
seeds and other crop seeds and 
free from disease.

Plant Grass 


Seed Now, 
Agent Says 


Get that grass seed in the — 


ground now. Don’t worry about 
the dry weather, the seed will 
say dormant until it rains. 

That's the advice of Ed Reb- 
man, Charlevoix county agricul- 
tural agent. Many lawn growers 
hesitate to put in their expen- 
sive lawn seed without moisture. 

But, Agent Rebman points 
out, after-it does rain—if the 
seed is not in the ground — 
you will have to wait until it 
is dry before you can work 
the soil anyway. 

Carter M. Harrison, Michigan 
State College farm cropsman, 
yeminds that August 15 to Sep- 
tember 1 is lawn. seeding time, 
with the earlier date the better. 

This is also the time to fill in 
those ugly bald spots in the turf, 
says Harrison. Just work up the 
soil where there is no grass and 
plant those patches, too, 

He advises using one to two 
pounds of good, quality seed for 
every 1000 square feet. He also 
suggests using a good nitrogen 
fertilizer, something like 10-10- 
10 or 12-6-6, 

Agent Rebman can give you 
advice on the best grass seed 
for this area and your particu- 
lar soil and location.

New Elmira Catholic Church

A small parish’ of 35 Catholic 
families in the little town of EIl- 
mira southeast of East Jordan 
looked with pride at their new 
church, and parish house (which 
they themselves completed in a 
little over a year) at the dedica- 
tion and laying of the corner- 
stone ceremonies Saturday. 

Following dedication they held 
a banquet with some 30 visiting 
Clergymen and Monsignors from 
Michigan and Wisconsin. 


Bishop Allen T. Babcock, 
former auxiliary in Detroit, 
gave his blessing. Fr. Chester 
Klimowicz, who came from 
Traverse City in November, 
1953, is priest. 


In the front entrance to the 
church hangs a framed Aposto- 
lic blessing sent by Pope Pius the 
twelfth of Rome, the Vatican 
City. 

Practically all the furnishings 
in the church are second-hand 
materials which have. been. sand- 
ed and refinished, or carefully 
purchased from closing out bus- 
inesses or at bargain prices. 


' Marble which once served 
as counters in a. cafeteria in 
Grand Rapids, has been cut 
and polished to form an altar. 
The communion rail was a 
gift, as were the pews and 
‘many of the statues which 
have been sanded and patch- 
ed, repaired and glazed un- 
til they are like new. 


Centering the main altar is a 
roughly-hewn crucifix from 
which hangs a life-like statue of 
Jesus, at his crucifixion, with a 
blessed in Jeruselum on the tomb 
of Christ. 

The stained glass windows,

by a dutch artist, were all dona- 
ted and are’ inscribed with the 
name of the donor.
